Transfer Service Air Fields 


The Navy Department announced 
Sept. 26 that the President of the United 
States had approved the joint recom- 
mendations of the Secretary of War and 
the Assistant Secretary of the Navy with 


regard to the interchange of existing 
Army and Navy Air Fields. Negotia- | 
tions which have been under way for 


the past month have only just been per- 
fected and the following agreement was 
reached : 

The Army to turn over to the Navy, 
Rockwell Field; and the Navy at the 
same time to turn over to the Army, 
Sunnyvale. This exchange can be made 
without delay. 

The Army to turn over to the Navy 
that part of Ford Island, Pearl Harbor, 
T. H., now occupied by the Army, as 
soon as adequate facilities for the Army 
units so displaced can be obtained else- 
where. 

That metes and bounds acceptable to 
the Army and Navy of that part of the 
Anacostia Air Field (old Bolling Field) 
now occupied and used jointly by the 
Army and Navy be established, and that 
the station so defined shall then be 
turned over to the Navy. 

Pending the transfer of these proper- 
ties between the War and Navy Depart- 
ments and having in mind the interests 
of National Defense, the War and Navy 
Departments recommended that the 
President issue instructions which would 
permit immediate action in partial ful- 
fillment of the agreement herein sub- 
mitted as follows: 





“The Army to evacuate that part of | 
North Island in the harbor of San Diego, | 


Calif... now under control of the War | 
Department, which, with the installa- | 
tions and facilities thereon, will there- | 
after be used by the Navy; it being 
understood that this evacuation will not 
include fixed harbor defense installa- | 


tions now located thereon. 

“The Navy to evacuate the Naval Air 
Station, Sunnyvale, Mountain View, 
Calif., which with the installations and 
facilities thereon, will thereafter be 
used by the Army; it being understood 
that the lighter than air hangar and 
operating facilities thereon are not to be 
dismantled unless such action later is 
specifically authorized by the President. 

“The jurisdiction over the areas of 
North Island and Sunnyvale to be trans- 
ferred within thirty days, and the com- 
plete evacuation to be effected as soon 
as practicable.”

Anacostia, District of Columbia, land 
transferred to the Navy is included in 
the field now known Old Bolling 
Field, which includes an area of 339.04 
acres, of which 20.4 acres are now used 
by the Navy. 61 buildings on the site, 
including 11 sets of quarters. 

San Diego, California, North Island. 
Land transferred to the Navy now used 
by the Army Rockwell Field, covers the 
area of 940.59 acres with a total of 141 
buildings including 13 sets of quarters.

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Fleet May Maneuver 
On Presidential Cruise 


The Navy will demonstrate its pro- 
ficiency before the Commander-in-Chief 
in war maneuvers off San Pedro during 
the coming month should he return to 
the East Coast on a Navy cruiser, which 
now seems assured, 

No formal review is planned, it is 
learned. Instead the Fleet will partici- 
pate in a war game for President Roose- 
velt. <A group of ships will attack the 
Western Coast and the Battle Force will 
move against them. The President will 
view the engagement from aboard the 
flagship Pennsylvania. 

Plans are going ahead 
Department and in the United States 
Fleet for the reception of President 
Roosevelt in the Fleet when he completes 
his tour of the country early in October. 
While there has been no announcement 
as yet from the White House, it is ex- 
pected that the President will return to

the East Coast on the cruiser Houston. 
In fact arrangements have been made 
for that vessel and an accompanying 


cruiser, the Portland, to make the voy- 
age, 
Details of the war game will depend 


upon the President's desires, and the 
time he has available. If only a few 
hours, it is probable that the Com- 
mander-in-Chief simply will launch his 
attacking force against the defending 
Battle Force. Planes of the attacking 


fleet will be first set out, following by 
the destroyers, possibly under a smoke 
screen. Then the two fleets will engage, 
directly under the eyes of the President. 

If President Roosevelt has enough 
time before sailing for the East Coast, 
he will probably seize the opportunity 
to see the Fleet in other maneuvers. 
Fleet commanders hope that they will be 
given an opportunity to demonstrate to 
thejr Chief a number of tactical exer- 
cises which would show the efficiency of 
the Navy. 





Army Warrant Regulations 

The long awaited new regulations 
governing Army warrant officer appoint 
ments were published this week, pre- 
scribing eligibility rules and announcing 
that applications would be received by 
the War Department. 

In line with the information previ- 
ously published in the ArmMy AND NAvy 
JouRNAL regarding the provisions of the 
regulations, it was announced that ap- 
plications may be made by noncommis- 
sioned officers, who during their service 
have had at least two vears in the grade 
of staff sergeant or higher, and who at 
the time of making application must 
have at least nine vears and six months 


total service. Men applying must be 
under the age of OS years and six 
months, 

Examinations will be held from time 
to time for candidates meeting these re- 


quirements whose character and military 
record is deemed satisfactory by the 
War Department. The examination will 
be in three parts, physical, technical and 


general, In the technical examination, 
the candidate must demonstrate in a

Plan for Army Given 
By General MacArthur 


The report of General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur, Chief of Staff of the Army, 
was made public this week, laying down 
for the Army, for Congress, and for the 
Nation a program of comprehensive de- 
velopment of National Defense to utilize 
the gains made in recent years and the 
carrying forward of a “military estab- 
lishment reasonably capable of assuring 
successful defense of the United States.” 

In the report General MacArthur tells 
first of the improvements recently au- 
thorized in the Army, including the en- 
listed increase, the West Point increase, 
the promotion reform, and many others, 
and describes the manner in which they 
are working to the benefit of National 
Defense, 

Next the General deals with “The 
Army’s Task.” This section bids fair 
to become the Army’s handbook, treat- 
ing as it does of such subjects as inten- 


sive training, increased mobility, com- 
mand system, Air Corps development, 


training of civilian components, and com- 
hined maneuvers, 

Significantly, in that section the Chief 
of Staff says to the Army: “The Army’s 
first responsibility then is to insure that 
every available man is employed con- 
tinuously in profitable training activity. 
Military housekeeping is necessary—but 
Congress did not authorize an expansion 
of the Army for the maintenance of 
posts of the elaboration of necessary 
overhead organizations. There exists no 
justification for increasing the numbers 
necessarily used for these purposes here- 
tofore. To do so would constitute little 
than a breach of good faith. We 
need trained fighting soldiers. We have 
the opportunity to produce them. If we 
fail to do so, Congress can with justice 
accuse us of failing to appreciate our 
own responsibilities and to visualize the 
real necessities of the moment.” 


In the final section of the report, 
General MacArthur outlines the War 
Department’s progress in the matter of 
principal legislative needs. This section 
undoubtedly will be the basis for the 
program to be followed by the Depart- 
ment in the next few years.

There follows the section of the re- 
port entitled “Principal Legislative 
Veeds”: 

The Army’s principal needs for addi- 
tional legislative authorization involve 
air development, the establishment of an 
enlisted reserve, definite programs in the 
procurement of modern weapons and 
equipment, and some expansion in the

Air Corps._The first need of our Air 


Corps is for fighting planes. The diffi- 
culties of sustaining strength and effi- 


ciency in air equipment for the Army can 
scarcely be appreciated by the layman. 
The principal obstacles are the rapidity 
with which this matériel grows obsolete,

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Press of Nation Highly Praises General MacArthur’s Final Annual Report 


General Douglas MacArthur’s annual report has met with high praise from 
the editors of leading newspapers of the country. Almost without exception the 
press commended his suggestions for improvement of the National Defense and 
called upon Congress to carry them into effect. 








“Gen. Douglas MacArthur's farewell report as chief of staff of the United 
States Army, with its recommendations for creation of a model fighting force 
within five years, comes at a timely moment to challenge the country’s attention,” 
the Washington Star states. “It outruns the character of a technical presentation 
of our land defense problem. In its vision and irrefutable logic it takes on the 
attributes of statesmanship. * * * 

“General MacArthur recommends a well-considered and comprehensive plan for 
keeping the Army on a plane of super-efficiency and razor-edged readiness for 
eventualities. He lays stress on modernization in all directions. He particularly 
advocates mechanization and motorization, with a view to maximum mobility of 
troops and weapons. He would have land units equipped for the highest possible 
speed on the advance and in action supported by a ‘striking’ force of 2,500 combat 
airplanes. The retiring chief of staff calls for a greater percentage of professionally 
trained officers and commends Congress for increasing the number of cadets at 
West Point from 1,374 to 1,960. 

“The modernization program for which General MacArthur so persuasively 
pleads contemplates a military establishment not remotely comparable to many 
now existing, and one that even falls far below the legal limits prescribed in the 
national defense act. But his plan provides for an Army which the general declares 
is ‘reasonably capable of assuring successful defense of the United States.’ It 
is the irreducible minimum at which the Government and Congress should resolutely 
and steadily aim.” 


“There is much food for serious thought in the recent final report of Maj. 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur as chief of staff,” states the Rochester Times-Union. 

“In it he outlines 2 definite five-year plan for the army, emphasizing the need 
for speed and more speed, for mechanization and motorization, for better training 
in both regular army and national guard and for the use of aircraft as a ‘striking’ 
arm, co-ordinated closely with the wholly mechanized land forces. 

“If is significant that General MacArthur throughout his report emphasizes 
training, speed and hitting power and nowhere demands mere size, * * * 

“We never have needed a large standing army, nor do we want one. On the 
other hand we do need our small army equipped with everything necessary for 
effectiveness and trained as well as possible in the use of this equipment.” 

“A mechanized army—a mass army on wheels—is the objective set up in 
the five-year plan announced by Maj. Gen. Douglas MacArthur, the retiring chief 
of staff, in his last formal report,” states the Baltimore Sun. “In working out the 
details of this plan he appears to have been so taken with the idea of mechanization 
for its own sake that he has tended to overlook or minimize elemental questions 








of military strategy and national policy, and has quite forgotten the no leg 
important question of costs. * * * 

“That mechanization has considerable merit is beyond argument. But this 
is true only up to a certain point. Small motorized units can be held togethe 
and can probably make rather good time over a fairly even and familiar terraip 
but with a mass army on wheels the problem would be different and _ infinitely 
more difficult. * * * 

“A small, compact, well-disciplined force might turn the trick. Yet that § 
apparently not what General MacArthur has in mind, for in the same report he 
advocates a much larger army than we now have.

“Lastly, the cost of the MacArthur plan would be enormous.

“His wise and conservative counsel, as reflected in his report to the secretay 
of war, enabled congress to proceed confidently in clearing the way toward th 
creation of a regular army that would not only serve every peace-time purpow 
but make it an efficient and effective machine for defense and the training of 
enlisted army in time of war.”

“Thus in war time, the Regular Army could be expanded immediately—ané 
with men who knew ‘what it was all about,’ not with untrained recruits. * ** 
Congress would do well to adopt it. 

“It will not give the nation the defense that is needed 
of thousands of men. 

“But it will be a step in the right direction and save at least some of the 
lost lives and squandered money which unpreparedness always entails.”

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“Arms and Ammunition” 

President Roosevelt on September 25 
signed a proclamation setting forth the 
materials which will be considered arms, 
ammunition, and implements of war 
under the terms of the so-called neu- 
trality act passed in the closing days of 
the first session of Congress. 

The announcement issued at the State 
Department follows: 

“Section 2 of the Joint Resolution of 
the Congress, approved August 31, 1935, 
contains the following provision: 

“‘The President is hereby authorized 
to proclaim upon recommendation of the 
Board from time to time a list of articles 
which shall be considered arms, am- 
munition, and implements of war for the 
purposes of this section.’ 

“In order that the administrative ma- 
chinery required by Section 2 may be set 
up with the least possible delay and in 
order that the required registration of 
manufacturers, exporters and importers 
of arms may be completed before the 
provisions in regard to licenses become 
effective on November 29, the President 
has issued the following Proclamation: 
“Enumeration of Arms, Ammunition, 

And Implements of War 
“By the President of the United States 
of America 
“A Proclamation 

“Whereas Section 2 of a joint resolu- 
tion of Congress, entitled ‘Joint Resolu- 
tin Providing for the prohibition of 
the export of arms, ammunition, and 
implements of war to belligerent coun- 
tries; the prohibition of the transporta- 
tion of arms, ammunition, and imple- 
ments of war by vessels of the United 
States for the use of belligerent states; 
for the registration and licensing of per- 
sons engaged in the business of manu- 
facturing, exporting, or importing arms, 
ammunition, or implements of war; and 
restricting travel by American citizens 
on belligerent ships during war,’ ap- 
proved August 31, 1935, provides in part 
as follows: 

“The President is hereby authorized 
to prodaim upon recommendation of the 
Board from time to time a list of articles 
which shall be considered arms, am- 
munition, and implements of war for 
the purposes of this section.’ 

“Now, therefore, I, Franklin D. Roose- 
velt, President of the United States of 
America, acting under and by virtue of 
the authority conferred upon me by the 
said joint resolution of Congress, and 
pursuant to the recommendation of the 
National Munitions Control Board, de- 
dare and proclaim that the articles listed 
below shall be considered arms, ammuni- 
tion, and implements of war for the 
purposes of Section 2 of the said joint 
resolution of Congress: 

“CATEGORY I 

“(1) Rifles and carbines using am- 
munition in excess of cal.

The Coast Guard Problem 

Coast Guard officers are much con- 
cerned over the steps taken by Secretary 
of the Treasury Morgenthau during the 
past year which have gradually replaced 
civilian for military control of the Ser 
vice. 

Secretary Morgenthau has placed a 
civilian Treasury employe in practically 
direct charge of the Coast Guard. The 
set-up, whereby every decision and move 
is that of this extra-legal official rather 
than that of the Commandant, officers 
helieve, is undermining the morale of 
the Service and is inimical to interests 
of National Defense. 

And besides this encroachment at the 


top, there is still more concern over 
legislation now pending in Congress, 


sponsored by the Treasury Department, 
which it is believed hears the germ of a 
move to destroy the military nature of 
the Coast Guard and make it practically 
a civilian service. 

Under the law, the Commandant of 
the Coast Guard is charged with carry- 


ing out the duties prescribed for his 
Service. He is required to be a com 
missioned officer appointed from the 
grade of captain or commander, and 


therefore with a life-time of experience 
in the Service behind him. The Coast 
Guard is placed under the Treasury De- 
partment and thus the Secretary of the 
Treasury has general supervision over 
it. It is clear, however, from the law, 
that it is the Commandant and not the 
Secretary who is charged with carrying 
on operations. The law, contemplates, 
legal authorities declare, an Assistant 
Secretary of the Treasury having super- 
vision over Coast Guard matters, but 
there annears to he no leeal warrant, 
these authorities state, for the existence 
of any other official than the Secretary. 
Assistant Secretary and Commandant in 
a position of authority over the Service.

The man to whom the Commandant 
reports and who has made practically 
every important decision in recent 
months bears the title of Technical Ad- 
visor to the Administrative Assistant to 
the Secretary of the Treasury. His name 
is Edwin R. Ballinger and before his 
appointment to his present post, he was 
an investigator under the Civil Service, 
in the Bureau of Internal Revenue. He 


was born in Keokuk, Iowa, 44 years 
ago, 
Mr. Ballinger, a practising optome- 


trist in addition, for many months was 
professedly making a survey of the Coast 
Guard for the Secretary. He probed into 
every office and division at Headquar- 
ters and a reorganization of Head- 
quarters followed. Following the re- 
organization, there was a far-reaching 
shake-up of personnel within the ser- 
vice, in which many of the division chiefs 
at Headquarters were shifted. Accord- 
ing to officers at Headquarters this slate 
was drafted by Mr. Ballinger, and it is 
significant that two ranking officers who 
had been rather outspoken in regard to 
affairs were transferred to the Pacific 
Coast. 

Civilian control of the Service has 
been evidenced in another way—the 
selection of sites for new Coast Guard 
stations. By law placed in the Com- 
mandant, this task in recent months has 
heen actually performed within the 
Treasury Department, where political 
pressure might play a part. 

It is in the drafting of the new per- 
sonnel bill, however, that the hands of 
Secretary Morgenthau and Mr. Ballinger 
have been most evident. The measure 
would set up a very drastic selection 
system, whereby any officer below the 
rank of captain could be discharged 
without pay on the recommendation of 
a board composed of Coast Guard cap- 
tains and one civilian member. Cap- 
tains, under the bill, could be discharged 
by the President on the recommendation 
of the Secretary, without pay and with- 
out a trial or hearing of any kind. This 
authority, coupled with the presence on 
the selection board of one civilian repre 
sentative of the Secretary would give 
him control of selection and by remov- 
ing the safeguards which the law gives 
to commissioned officers of the Army, 
Navy. Marine Corps and Coast Guard. 
largely change the latter from a military 
to a civilian service. 

The bill, drafted in secret without the 
knowledge of most of the officers on duty 
at Headquarters, was sent to Congress 
last winter by Secretary Morgenthau and 
under his pressure came close to passage 


without hearings being held. Rereferred 
to committee after numerous protests, 
the bill will be pressed at the coming 
session. Full hearings are promised this 
time, however. . 

“I have always been in favor of hav- 
ing full hearings on any question,” Rear 
Adm. Harry G. Hamlet, Commandant of 
the Coast Guard, told the Journal this 
week. “When the selection bill is con- 
sidered in Congress, I favor complete 
hearings. I think I can say that Secre- 
tary Morgenthau also desires that every- 
one be given a chance to be heard.” 

“No, 1 can’t say that I am in com- 
plete favor of the bill as it stands,” 
Admiral Hamlet said in response to a 
question. “Since the bill was drafted, 
a number of officers have made, in a 
proper manner, protests to a number of 
features of the bill. As the result of 
these protests, I now oppose certain 
parts of it. If I am called before a 
congressional committee and asked for 
my views I will tell them what these 
objections are.” 

Asked as to what phares of the bill 
he opposed, the Commandant said: 

“I don’t believe I had better say any- 
thing more. You go see Mr. Ballinger 
and ask him about the bill. He is in 
charge of all that.” 


Award for Airplanes 

Assistant Secretary of War Woodring 
on Sept. 26 announced the award for 
twenty-six Primary Training airplanes; 
for spare parts, equivalent to four air- 
planes; and for certain data. The total 
amount of the award is $234,800, includ- 
ing $32,200 for spare parts. The price 
per plane was $7,800. 

In accordance with the established 
practice of the War Department the air- 
plane for which the award was given 
has been thoroughly tested by the Air 
Corps at Wright Fid., Ohio, and given 
additional tests in the hands of the ser- 
vice at Randolph Fid., Tex. 

The airplane is of the bi-plane type 
providing for tandem seating arrange- 
ments for instructor and student. It is 
powered with one 225 h.p., 7 cylinder air- 
cooled Lycoming engine. 

The desired performance of this type 
of airplane, as published in specifica- 
tions, released at the time bids were 
opened, is of interest. The high speed 
with this power installation is given as 
125 miles per hour, with a _ reduced 
power cruising speed of 105 miles per 
hour. The airplane has a gasoline capac- 
ity of four hours at cruising speed and 
should climb to 10,000 feet, with full 
load, in eighteen (18) minutes. 

In general the construction of this air- 
plane follows the types previously used 
by the Air Corps. The fuselage is of 
the welded steel type construction and 
the wing structure of spruce. The cover- 
ing of the plane is the conventional 
fabric type 

For training purposes a simple rugged 
airplane is necessary and ecortlomy and 
ease of production are primary require- 
ments,

General Pershing’s Message to 
American Legion 

Regrets at not being able to attend 
the convention and an expression of his 
affection for the men who fought in the 
World War was given by General John 
J. Pershing, USA-Ret., in a letter to 
the National Convention of the American 
Legion held this week in St. Louis, Mo. 

The text of the letter follows: 

“Paris, 
“September 6, 1935. 
“National Commander Frank N. Bel- 
grano, jr., 
“American Legion, 
“Indianapolis, Indiana. 
“Dear Commander Belgrano: 

“It is with deep regret that I shall be 
deprived on account of health, of 
the privilege of accepting the cordial 
invitation from my comrades of the Le- 
gion to attend the National Convention 
this year. It is especially disappointing 
to me as the meeting is to be held in my 
native state and your invitation has been 
cordially supplemented by those of many 
of my fellow Missourians, including His 
Excellency the Governor, the Senators, 
the State Legislature, the Mayor of St. 
Louis and the veterans of my home 
town. | am particularly sorry as a Mis- 
sourian not to be present in person to 
join with the people of my state in ex- 
tending to the Veterans the enthusiastic 
welcome you are certain to receive. 

“As the years by, and they are 
passing with astonishing rapidity, I feel 
an ever increasing affection for the men 
who fought the nation’s battles in the 
World War. Our ranks are growing 
thinner, but our hearts beat as strongly 
in the cause of freedom as in those try- 
ing days when facing the enemy on for- 
eign soil. No General ever before led 
such an army of soldiers. In loyalty, in 
valor and in the courageous fulfilment 
of their obligations, the men of the 
American Expeditionary Forces have 
left a heritage of which those who follow 
may ever be proud. The loyal men of 
that Army are becoming more and more 
the bulwark of the nation. No body of 
citizens are truer to the principles for 
which succeeding generations of Ameri 
eans have fought. 

“Tt is fitting that we should assemble 
each year, not only that we may keep 
alive the memory of our service together, 
but especially that we may renew our 
pledges of fealty to God and Country. 
As long as the spirit of our people in 
the World War abides in the hearts of

our countrymen, just so long will the 
liberties that we enjoy remain for the 
downtrodden a high example of free 


government and just so long will foreign 
intrigue or insidious propaganda or false 
doctrine be unable to shake our faith in 


the destiny that guides us. Let us con- 
tinue our confidence in the wisdom of 
those who established democracy in 
America and by the unfaltering devo- 
tion to our duties as citizens, per 
petuate for posterity the principles of 
liberty and justice in government.

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Tighten Medal Requiremerts 

Award of the Navy Expeditionary 
Medal is only being made in cases where 
“actual danger should have been encoun- 
tered or unusually meritorious service 
rendered”, Secretary Swanson instructed 
the Navy Board of Awards this week. 

In a letter to the senior member of 
the board, Secretary Swanson directed 
that the prepared list of expeditions for 
which awards of the medal were to be 
given be scrapped and that the whole 
matter be reconsidered in accordance 
with a directive laid down in the letter. 
The Expeditionary Medal was estab- 
lished by General Order No. 64, dated 
May 13, 1935, for the purpose of com- 


memorating expeditionary duty not 
otherwise recognized by a campaign 
medal. 


The Secretary's letter, embodying the 
new policy, follows: 

“1. In interpreting and carrying out 
the provisions of the above mentioned 
general order, the Navy. Department 
considers that the Navy Expeditionary 
Medal should commemorate notable ex- 
peditionary duty not otherwise recog- 
nized by a campaign medal. 

“2. The following principles, which em- 
body the views of the Secretary of the 
Navy, are given for the information and 
guidance of the Board of Awards, viz.: 


“(a) The Medal in question will be 
awarded to members of naval organiza- 
tions which actually landed on foreign 
territory and engaged in operations 
against armed opposition; or operated 
under circumstances which, after full 
consideration, are deemed to merit spe- 
cial recognition. 


“(b) The medal itself represents ac- 
tive participation in such an expedition. 

“(c) The medal should not be issued 
to forces landed for duty similar in 
nature to that performed by a usual 
shore patrol; nor should it normally be 
awarded in those cases where landing 
was for precautionary or humanitarian 
reasons only, and where opposition was 
not encountered. 

“(d) In short, actual danger should 
have been encountered or unusually 
meritorious service rendered before the 
expedition should be deemed sufficiently 
notable to merit special recognition. 

“3. Since a number of expeditions were 
acted upon before issuance of this letter, 
it is desired, for the sake of consistency, 
and for the best interests of the Ser- 
vice, that cases of this nature already 
acted upon be reconsidered, in the light 
of this directive, and that new recom- 
mendations in such cases be made to the 
Secretary of the Navy.”

Navy Personnel Policies 


Two important policies regarding 
transfer to the Fleet Naval Reserve and 
the reenlistment of broken service men 
were announced to the service this week. 

Laying down a new policy that re- 
quests for transfer to the Fleet Reserve 
cannot be revoked, the Bureau of Navi- 
gation said: 

“Due to men eligible for transfer to 
the Fleet Naval Reserve using it as a 
means of avoiding duty not to their 
liking, the Bureau has adopted an ir- 
revocable policy that once a man has re- 
quested transfer to the Fleet Naval Re- 
serve, no request for cancellation will 
be authorized. 

“It would save considerable corre- 
spondence on the subject if Command- 
ing Officers would thoroughly impress 
upon the men making such application, 
the gravity of the decision they are mak- 
ing and its irrevocable nature. Requests 
for cancellation will not be considered 
by the Bureau.” 

The other policy—that broken service 
men will not be accepted for reenlist- 
ment was enunciated in view of con- 
siderable misunderstanding which exists 
throughout the service. The Bureau, it 
is said, has been flooded of late with 
requests for reenlistment of men who 
have been out of the Navy from four 
months to ten or more years. 

“In order to clarify this situation,” 
states the Navigation Bulletin, “the 
policy of the Bureau regarding the re- 
enlistment of broken service men is an- 
nounced, and no reenlistments of the 
following classes of men will be author- 
ized: 

“(a) Men discharged under honorable 
conditions who have remained out more 
than three months. 


“(b) Men discharged with Special 
Order Discharge, or as result of Medical 
Survey. 


“(c) Men discharged with Undesirable, 
Inaptitude, or Bad Conduct Discharges. 

“The reasons for this policy are ob- 
vious. The only saving resulting from 
the enlistment of these men would be 
the cost of recruit training. On the 
other hand, these men have demon- 
strated by their action in failing to re- 
enlist within a generous time limit, or 
the character of their discharge, that 
they have no inherent liking for the 
service, or are not adapted for naval 
life. Due to progress in material, the 
majority of these men would have to be 
retrained. They would have to reenlist 
in the lowest ratings in fairness to the 
continuous service men and would be 
dissatisfied, as younger and more efficient 
men were promoted over them. Lastly, 
under existing law they would be 
credited with their previous service for 
purpose of pay and transfer to the Fleet 
Naval Reserve. This would result in 
an immediate excess charge to the ap- 
propriation ‘Pay, Subsistence and Trans- 
portation’, for which no provision has 
been made in planning the budget.”

General Little Selected

Brig. Gen. Louis MeCarty Little, 
USMC, assistant to the Major General 
Commandant at Marine Corps Head- 
quarters, has been selected for advance- 
ment to major general. Subject to con- 
firmation, he will rank from last July, 
when the redistribution of officers in 
grade gave the Marine Corps an addi- 
tional major general. 

Announcement of the approval of 
President Roosevelt of General Little's 
selection for promotion by a board of 
rear admirals of the Navy was made at 
the Navy Department, Sept. 21. Rear 
Adm. Frank H. Clark, USN, headed the 
board composed of Rear Adm. Walton 
R. Sexton, USN, Rear Adm. Claude C., 
Bloch, USN, Rear Adm. John W. Green- 


slade, USN, Rear Adm. Henry KE 
Lackey, USN, Rear Adm. Adolphus E. 
Watson, USN, Rear Adm. Joseph R. 
DeFrees, USN, Rear Adm. Ernest J. 
King. USN, and Rear Adm. Manley H. 
Simons, USN, Lt. Col. John M. Arthur, 
USMC, was recorder. 

General Little during his long career 
in the Marine Corps has seen foreign 


service in many parts of the Globe. A 
native of New York he entered the 
Marine Corps at the age of 21 in 1899, 
and was almost immediately sent to the 
Philippines as a second lieutenant of 
the Third Marine Battalion, After ser- 
vice during the Boxer Uprising, he re 
turned to the United States, but was 
ngain sent on expeditionary duty in 
1909, with the First Regiment of the 
Marine Brigade in the Canal Zone. He 
was also with the Provisional Marine 
brigade in Cuba in 1911. 

From August, 1913 to July, 1917, Gen- 
eral Little was attached to the Ameri- 
can Legation at Peking, China, as a 
language student, and from this assign- 
ment became Fleet Marine Officer of the 
Asiatic Fleet. He served during the first 
part of the World War in the Orient, 
and then was attached to the staff of 
the Commander-inChief of the Naval 
Forces in Europe. After the war, Gen- 
eral Little commanded the Sth Regiment 
and Troops in the Field, in Haiti, and 
on his return to the United States in 
1921, attended the Naval War College 
and then the Army War College. He 
was on the staff of the former institu- 
tion until 1924, when he was ordered to 
command the Marine Detachment at the 
American Legation at Peiking, China. 

After service at Marine Corps Head- 
quarters, 1927 to 1931, as Director of 
Operations and Training, Gen. Little went 
again to Haiti, this time as Brigade Com- 
mander. He supervised the withdrawal 
of Marines from that country in 1934. 


He holds a special letter of commenda- 
tion from the Secretary of the Navy 
for his services in the World War, the 
Medal of Honor of the Republic of 
Haiti, the Medal Militaire for Haiti, and 
numerous campaign and expeditionary 
medals and ribbons. 


President Studies Navy 


An important conference on the Navy 
was held at the White House September 


24 when the President called to him 
Col. Henry Roosevelt, Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy, Admiral William H. 


Standley, Chief of Naval Operations, and 
Kear Adm. Emory 8S. Land, Chief of the 
Bureau of Construction and Repair. 

It is understood that the President 
had before him information, later re- 
vealed in dispatches from London, that 
the British government is planning to 
send a note to Washington and other 
signatories to the Washington Naval 
Treaty that it intenas to embark on an 
expanded naval program. Bmpire_re- 
sponsibilities and foreign commitments, 
it is said, will be the reasons given. 

In view of this development, it is un- 
derstood that the President wanted to 
resurvey our naval situation, that he 
wanted to know exactly how far our 
construction program has gone and 
what speed cun be made on the vessels 
now building and appropriated for, and 
in addition what new authorizations 
will be necessary to keep the Navy from 
xoing too far behind the other powers,

Douglas MacArthur they will have facing them one of the largest slates of Army 
“makes” and assignments to decide upon in many years. As to the identity of 
the new chief of staff it seems generally recognized in Washington that that post 
will be offered to Maj. Gen. Malin Craig, now commandant of the Army War 
College. His seniority, his record, and the fact that he has practically enough 
time left to fill out a term as chief of staff appears to make his selection definite. 

Confronting the Army high command will be the selection of a brigadier 
general for promotion to fill the vacancy to be caused by the retirement of Maj. 
Gen. Robert EF. Callan and in turn to promote a colonel to be brigadier general. 
Brig. Gen. Alston Hamilton also goes on the retired list next month creating 
another vacancy for the promotion of a colonel. Maj. Gen. Harold B. Fiske and 
Maj. Gen. Frank 8. Cocheu pass to the retired list in November making two 
additional vacancies for major generals of the line and consequently two addi- 
tional brigadier general vacancies. Probably coming on the same slate will be 
names of officers to succeed Maj. Gen. Dennis E. Nolan who retires in April and 
Maj. Gen. Paul B. Malone who retires in May. Thus it appears that there will 
be at feast five major generals of the line to be made and six brigadier generals. 

In addition, decision will have to be made for a successor to Maj. Gen. 
Benjamin D. Foulois as chief of the Air Corps, and to Brig. Gen. Oscar Westover 
as assistant chief of the Air Corps, both of whose terms expire in December, 
1935. Unless Maj. Gen. George S. Simonds stays as deputy chief of staff there 
will have to be a selection for that post. The tour of Brig. Gen. Andrew Moses 
as assistant chief of staff, G-1, expires October 7, making another post to fill. 
Maj. Gen. John F. Preston completes his four-year tour as The Inspector General, 
December 1, giving the department that important position to fill, Maj. Gen. 
George FE. Leach’s tour expires also on December 1, and while his friends are 
backing him to succeed himself it is likely that the President will adhere to his 
policy of one term only, with no reappointments. In the Medical Department, 
Brig. Gen. Matthew A. De Laney’s tour as assistant to the Surgeon General runs 
out January 1. The retirement of Maj. Gen. James F. McKinley becomes effective 
shortly, making an opening for appointment of The Adjutant General of the 
Army. Should this selection fafM to Brig. Gen. Edgar T. Conley then there will be 
a vacancy in the post of the Assistant to The Adjutant General. Early in the 
next year and likely to be included on the same slate, appointments must be 
made of officers to succeed Maj. Gen. Louis H. Bash, Quartermaster General, 
who retires in March, and Maj. Gen. Frederick W. Coleman whose tour as Chief 
of Finance expires in April.

Strategy in the Mediterranean—While opinion in military and naval circles in thi 
country seems to be divided over the possibility of war in Europe, there seellf 
to be a uniformity of idea as to what would happen in the event of conflict 
between the British and Italian navies, now within a hundred miles of each 
other off the Grecian-Italian coasts. With the largest part of the British nav# 
power in the Mediterranean concentrated off the islands of Corfu and Cephaloml 
for maneuvers, no one expects any aggression on the part of Britain, It wil 
simply continue to block, through the League of Nations, Italian designs in Afric 


While so acting, whatever the way it is interpreted in Rome, London is acti 
as a member of the League to activate the League against Italy and not ® 
Britain against the latter. There would be therefore no British move agail 


Mussolfni, Only a League move, pressed by Britain. This is important, for, in the 
event of a conflict in the Mediterranean, it would not be England against Ital! 
but the League or most of it against Il Duce. There would be sanctions again® 
Italy and the closing of the Suez Canal. This would mean a sea blockade enforce! 
mainly by the British Fleet. In that event Italy, it is believed, would attemp 
to close the British “life-line” from Gibraltar to Suez by submarine warfare. Rot 
would harass the British fleet and British shipping as -well as the naval ba® 
at Malta by submarines and airplanes. It is not believed that Mussolini would 
attoimpt to capture and hold Malta, for its occupancy would not be of sufficiel! 
importance to his needs. The objective of Italy here would be to stale-mate {i 
war in the Mediterranean and attempt to win a favorable peace through whatev® 
conflict might break out in Europe. Jugo-Slavia might seize the opportunity © 
attack Italy from the north. In that event Bulgaria might move against Jug 
Slavia. What would be the position of Germany, Austria and the Soviet? In 
the event of warfare in. the Mediterranean, it is not very likely that Italy woul 
attempt to attack Egypt and open the Canal. Such an undertaking would be 
extremely dangerous with Britain having command of sea. Italy could atta 
from her Libyan colony, but even if she had sufficient troops in North Afrié 
for the attempt, the long stretch of desert and mountains might prove discouragie 
The prospects of a Mediterranean campaign turn back to Europe with an aerit 
attack on Rome and a retaliatory attack on London as likely possibilities. 
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its appalling rate of wastage, and its 
high unit cost, 

Under present conditions it is accepted 
as an axiom that a military plane more 
than 5 years old has almost no combat 
usefulness. While it is logical to suppose, 
judging from past experience in similar 
developments, that the useful life of 
these machines will increase somewhat 
as the industry grows older and periodic 
innovations are less startling, yet the 
fact remains that at present a complete 
turnover every 5 years is almost ines- 
capable in the combat elements of the 
Air Corps. Having regard for this fac- 
tor alone, procurement of 500 planes an- 
nually would fully sustain an efficient 
force of approximately 2,500, even if the 
useful life of a plane fer training and 
like purposes were no greater than in 
the fighting units. This was the approxi- 
mate objective established by the Baker 
Board. But there is to be considered 
also the casualty rate, currently esti- 
mated at about 20 per cent yearly. In 
this regard, also, distinct improvement 
should soon be realized. But under pres- 
ent conditions, in order to develop within 
a reasonable time an effective and bal- 
anced force of 2,500 planes with a small 
complement of operating reserves, an an- 
nual procurement of 800 completely 
equipped planes is necessary. 

Legislative authorization to this effect 
should form the basis of a continuing 
air program until the required strength 
inthe Army Air Corps has been attained. 
Thereafter a schedule of procurement 
calculated to sustain both strength and 
efficiency should be adopted. With this 
expansion assured, Air Corps progress 
toward efficiency, discussed in a preced- 
ing section, would go forward swiftly 
and surely. 

Another need of the Air Force involves 
the development of adequate operating 
bases. During a period of some months 
Congress has been considering a bill for 
this purpose. It should be passed and 
necessary development should be initi- 
ated without delay. 

Enlisted Reserve. — We have an ob- 
vious and very important need for an 
efficient and reasonably strong Enlisted 
Reserve. 

In the same law in which Congress 
fixed the strength of the Regular Army 
at 18,000 officers and 280,000 men, and 
the National Guard at 430,000, it author- 
id the formation of an Enlisted Re- 
serve. At that time there were In the 
United States 4,000,000 well-trained 
veterans of the World War, all of suit- 
able age for military service. It was 
hoped that not only would many thou- 
sands of these trained veterans enlist 
in the Reserve but that also a consid- 
erable proportion of future graduates of 
the Citizens’ Military Training Camps 
and men discharged from the Regular 
Army would enroll for Reserve service. 
Since, however, neither pay nor training 
of any kind was offered as an induce- 
Ment, these expectations were not real- 
ized 


This failure was not of serious mo- 
Ment so long as a considerable number 
of the World War veterans were in ages 
Suited to military service. The Enlisted 
Reserve, under the conditions stated, 
Would have constituted little more than 
4 roster of trained men, and such a 
roster was already available in the War 
Department records of the World War 
Personnel. 

With the passage of time this situation 
has changed materially for the worse. 

He average age of veterans of the 
World War is now beyond that suited to 
the enlisted grades of an emergency 
army. Moreover, the strength of the Reg- 
Wlar Army and of the National Guard 
is far below that authorized in the 1920 
4w. These conditions compel the reopen- 
Ing of the question of providing a suit- 
oy Enlisted Reserve, a projec: that 
W. been several times proposed by the 
ar Department within recent years. 
Usted reason for maintaining an En- 
abil Reserve is to insure instant avail- 
roan f in emergency of men capable of 
cant oning efficiently in a tactical or- 

nization. Conesquently it must be com- 





posed of thoroughly trained men of good 
physical condition, whose domestic re- 
lationships are such that their sudden 
eall to active duty would not occasion 
undue hardship upon dependents. Unless 
both these conditions are satisfied a re- 
serve of this particular kind is relatively 
useless. 

The minimum required strength of 
such a reserve is that necessary to raise 
the Regular Army to full peace strength 
immediately upon mobilization. To meet 
this requirement approximately 120,000 
are necessary and since some allowance 
must be made for wastage, an average 
strength of about 150,000 should be 
sought. With such a reserve available 
there would be far less likelihood of a 
critical situation arising. 

There exist several possible methods 
for building up a reserve, the most effi- 
cient of which is represented in a method 
whereby all enlistments in the Regular 
Army are divided into two periods, the 
first with the colors, the second with 
the reserve. This system assures the pro- 
fessional efficiency of every individual in 
the reserve without undertaking a pro- 
gram of annual training with its attend- 
ant expense. This system likewise pro- 
motes simplicity in administration and 
control and a desirable homogeneity 
among the whole command whenever the 
reserve is called out for emergency use. 
Finally it makes a maximum and eco- 
nomical use of the active force in build- 
ing up its own reserve contingent. 

The ability of a professional force to 
develop such a reserve depends upon 
two factors: its own size, and the aver- 
age length of reserve service as com- 
pared to active service. For example, 
assume an enlisted force of 100,000 men 
with a 5-year enlistment period divided 
into 3 years active and 2 years reserve. 
Making no allowances for attrition or 
for reenlistments, the maximum attain- 
able size of the reserve would be 67,000 
men. But merely by reversing the length 
of the active and inactive periods the 
size of the reserve would jump to 150,- 
000 men. In practice many modifying 
factors would influence these theoretical 
results but the example given clearly 
illustrates the principle involved. In the 
British Army, the only other one organ- 
ized along lines remotely comparable to 
our own, the normal enlistment is for 
12 years, much of which is ordinarily 
spent in the reserve. 

Experience has shown that an efficient 
reserve cannot be developed in the total 
absence of remunerative reward. Pay, 
however, need be no more than nominal, 
sufficient only to induce the individual 
to keep proper authority informed of 
his whereabouts and to present himself 
annually at a convenient place for physi- 
eal examination. It is to be emphasized 
that membership in such a reserve in- 
volves no hardship or sacrifice in time 
of peace. This component could be called 
to active duty only in emergency, and 
since its members would be men of mili- 
tary age, in good health, and with little 
or no obligations to dependents, they 
would in any event be liable for service 
in the armed forces. But membership in 
such a body does involve instant avail- 
ability for military service, and it is 
for this availability that the trained in- 
dividual should he paid. 

With an active army of 165,000 the 
total enlistment period need be no more 
than 5 years with authority residing 
in the Secretary of War to prescribe 
either 2 or 3 vears with the colors and, 
in each case, the remainder with the re- 
serve. This flexibility in administering 
the system would be effective in main- 
taining it at the desired size. I believe 
that pay of $12 per year, paid quarterly, 
coupled with a governmental promise of 
a bonus of $100 to be paid each member 
whenever the reserve is called out for 
war service, would insure the develop- 
ment, within 5 years, of a satisfactory 
organization. Annual expense under this 
scale would be small. Details of admin- 
istration would present no great diffi- 
culty. The mobilization centers of the 
Army are located at corps area head- 
quarters and the bulk of administrative 
details would be largely decentralized to 
them. 

The military program next presented 
to Congress should include a complete 





plan for developing a reserve of the kind 
indicated—and once the necessary legal 
authority is received it should be rapidly 
organized and so maintained as to insure 
its efficiency in emergency. 

Munitions. — To attempt to supply 
within a single year all of the Army’s 
immediate requirements in modern 
weapons and equipment would involve a 
needlessly costly method of attaining sat- 
isfactory efficiency in this important 
item. Greater efficiency and economy 
would be secured by spreading procure- 
ment over a reasonable number of years. 
By adopting this method each annual in- 
crement comprehends all technical im- 
provements previously developed and 
automatically maintains a constantly in- 
creasing trend in quality. In this way, 
also, manufacturing costs are minimized 
since producers may anticipate steady 
rather than rush orders, while extensive 
factory modifications, always required 
when large amounts of specialized equip- 
ment must be produced rapidly, are un- 
necessary. Congress should prescribe a 
5-year program of procurement with the 
understanding that thereafter a reduced 
schedule of development and replacement 
would be permitted so as to sustain effi- 
ciency. Governed by this mandatory pro- 
gram, the War Department would sub- 
mit yearly to Congress detailed analyses 
of the items recommended for immediate 
procurement. 

Briefly, the concrete objectives, other 
than those pertaining to the Air Corps, 
that should be unfailingly attained 
within the period stated are— 

Mechanization.—One cavalry brigade. 
Two regiments of tanks (infantry). 
Seven separate armored car troops for 
use with 3 Regular and 4 National Guard 
divisions of cavalry. Thirteen mechan- 
ized platoons (scout cars) for Regular 
regiments of cavalry. Seven companies 
of tanks for use with Regular infan- 
try divisions. 

Motorization.—-The motorization | pro- 
gram of the War Department with re- 
spect to both the Regular Army and the 
National Guard has been worked out 
in detail. It involves every arm and ser- 
vice, each according to its specific needs, 
and may be summarized by saying that 
in every instance where motors have 
demonstrated an ability to meet normal 
transportation requirements, their substi- 
tution for animals is advocated. About 
18,000 vehicles of various types are still 
required, 

Rifles.-One of the new semiautomatic 
weapons for every rifleman in the Reg- 
ular Army. This to he immediately fol- 
lowed by a similar 5-year program for 
the National Guard. 

Artillery. Modification of all field 
guns pertaining to active units of the 
Regular Army and National Guard, both 
for high-speed towage and for increasing 
flexibility of fire. Experimentation and 
development programs to continue in the 
effort to simplify this type of matériel. 

Antiaircraft artillery.—Complete equip- 
ment for all active regiments of Reg- 
ular Army and National Guard. To be 
followed by a similar program to equip 
all inactive regiments of Regular Army. 

Chemical warfare service. Sustain- 
ing program for continuation of experl- 
mentation. Procurement in 5 years of 
necessary defensive and protective equip- 
ment for Regular Army and National 
Guard at war strength. 

Ammunition reserve. Gradual aceu- 
mulation in essential calibers to meet 
the needs of the Regular Army and Na- 
tional Guard at full peace strength for 
30 days in active operation. 


Miscellaneous equipment. Infantry 


mortars, various classifications of ma- 
chine guns, searchlights, signal equip- 
ment, and other essential items in 


needed amounts for Regular Army and 
National Guard at full peace strength. 
Civilian component training. The 
yrincipal need in the Officers’ Reserve 
Corps requiring additional congressional 
authorization pertains to active duty 
training. Without periodic work in the 
field, the large amount of theoretical in- 
struction absorbed by Reserve officers 
on their own time and without cost to 
the Government will largely be wasted. 
For officers of the combat arms a mini- 
mum of 2 weeks’ practical training 
should be provided yearly. At present a 





considerable number of Reserve officers 
are receiving valuable, though not tac- 
tical, training through their assignment 
to duty in Civilian Conservation Corps 
camps. In these positions the Reserves 
have done splendid work and fully dem- 
onstrated the basic soundness of their 
individual and collective qualifications. 


The National Guard schedule of train- 
ing has been restored to a satisfactory 
basis. It should be maintained at. this 
level even though with the additional 
strength authorized somewhat increased 
appropriations will be necessary. 

Funds for Citizens’ Military Training 
Camps should permit annual training of 
approximately 50,000 young men. 

Reenlistment allowances.—As a mea- 
sure of current economy, Congress sus- 
pended in 1933 the payment of custom- 
ary reenlistment allowances. Although 
many provisions of the various economy 
acts have heretofore been repealed, the 
prohibition against these particular pay- 
ments still remains. 

The purpose of reenlistment allow- 
ances is to induce men of good character 
and proven ability to remain in the ser- 
vice. With progress in modernization de- 
pending directly upon the skill and spe- 
cialized training of enlisted men the 
need for minimizing turnover in key 
positions is more pressing than ever be- 
fore. Reenlistment allowances should 
immediately be restored because of their 
marked influence in this respect. The 
relatively small expense involved will be 
far outweighed by the beneficial results 
in higher morale and increased efficiency 
throughout the Army. 

Attrition of officers compelled by an- 
nual appropriation acts.—For the past 2 
years the annual appropriation acts have 
contained the following provision : 

For pay of not to exceed an average 
of twelve thousand commissioned offi- 
cers, * * * no part of which sum shall be 
available after September 30, * * *, for 
the pay of more than eleven thousand 
seven hundred and fifty commissioned 
officers whose original commissions are 
dated prior to June 1, * * * (of the cur- 
rent year) * * * 

The effect of this provision in the 
1935 bill was to compel the War Depart- 
ment, before September 30, 1984, to sep- 
arate from the active list some 528 offi- 
cers, many of whom would not normally 
have been retired at that time. To ac- 
complish this attrition the only legal 
methods available to the War Depart- 
ment were through retirement for physi- 
eal disability and by class B procedure. 
Both these were invoked and employed 
to the limit in order to secure the num- 
ber of officers that had necessarily to be 
retired or discharged. 

While a similar provision was included 
in the 1936 bill, it has been inoperative 
due to the fact that normal separations 
will bring the active list down to the 
fixed maximum by September 30, 1935. 
But if this clause should appear in the 
1937 act the most acute embarrassment 
will be occasioned the War Department, 
and the individuals affected will in many 
cases be victims of injustice. The inten- 
sive search in 1934 for officers that could 
possibly be eliminated under existing law 
left the officer corps with a negligible 
number of individuals that can, with jus- 
tice, be now retired through similar pre- 
cedure. If this compulsion is again 
placed upon the War Department there 
will be created, by law, a situation re- 
quiring violation of other laws. Without 
additional legal machinery for accom- 
plishing such a reduction the War De- 
partment will be forced to separate arbi- 
trarily from the active list able-bodied 
officers of demonstrated efficiency, a pro- 
cedure that will directly conflict with 
laws governing the organization and ad- 
ministration of the officer corps. More 
than this, the resultant effect upon the 


morale of the Regular Army will be 
disastrous. The intent of the class B 
law is thoroughly understood by the 
Army and its rigid application in the 


weeding out of inefficiency and inepti- 
tude is thoroughly approved. But that 
law has no application to officers of dem- 
onstrated efficiency. If individuals of 
this type are to be dropped from the ac- 
tive list, forced to accept the reduced 
scale of retired pay pertaining to class 
(Continued on Next Page) 
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B separations, and stamped, moreover, 
with the stigma of failure and ineffi- 
ciency, the whole Army will consider it 
an injust and unfair procedure. 

In presenting the next annual budget 
to the appropriations committee, the 
strongest possible representation should 
be made in urging exclusion of this pro- 
vision. If Congress is determined that a 
fixed number of officers is to be retired 
or discharged annually, the purpose 
should be accomplished under an orderly 
system carefully devised to meet the re- 
quirements of military efficiency and in- 
dividual justice. But with the recent 
revision in promotion procedure, and the 
continued operation of class B and physi- 
eal retirement laws, there exists no im- 
mediate need for a general system of 
compulsory attrition. The application of 
this principle to our Army at the present 
time would create many administrative 
difficulties and would be most uneconom- 
ical in operation. 

Conclusion 

To maintain in peace a_ needlessly 
elaborate military establishment entails 
economic waste. But there can be no 
compromise with minimum requirements. 
In war there is no intermediate measure 
of success. Second best is to be defeated, 
and military defeat carries with it na- 
tional disaster—political, enocomic, so- 
cial, and spiritual disaster. Under the 
several headings of this report there is 
sketched in rough outline a military es- 
tablishment reasonably capable of assur- 
ing successful defense of the United 
States. I have this confidence in its 
ability, although in size the proposed 
army is not remotely comparable to 
many now existing and even falls far 
below the legal limits prescribed in the 
National Defenes Act. 

There are, of course, certain favorable 
factors which minimize the need in our 
country for maintenance in peace of a 
huge military machine such as exists in 
almost every other major power. Chief 
among these factors are geographical 
isolation and the existence of cordial re- 
lationship across our land frontiers, 

Additional influencing the determina- 
tion of the War Department to em- 
phasize quality rather than quantity in 
further development of the Army is the 
conviction that relatively small forces 
exploiting the possibilities of modern 
weapons and mechanisms will afford in 
future emergencies a more dependable 
assurance of defense than will huge, un- 
wieldy, poorly equipped, and hastily 
tarined masses. Adherence to such a 
policy likewise serves the interests of 
economy, since of all costs of war. both 
direct and indirect, none is so irrepar- 
able and so devastating as that mea- 
sured in the blood of its youth. The 
United States should not hold to the 
“nation in arms” as a principal tenet in 
its doctrine of defense if by that term 
is indicated an nureasoned purpose of 
cramming into the armed forces every 
citizen of military age and capable of 
earrying a gun. Beyond all doubt any 
major war of the future will see every 
belligerent nation highly organized for 
the single purpose of victory, the at- 
tainment of which will require integra- 
tion and intensification of individual and 
collective effort. But it will be a nation 
at war, rather than a nation in arms. 
Of this vast machine the fighting forces 
will be only the cutting edge; their man- 
datory characteristics will be speed in 
movement, power in fire and shock ac- 
tion, and the utmost in professional 
skill and leadership. Their armaments 
will necessarily be of the most efficient 
types obtainable and the transportation, 
supply, and maintenance systems sup- 
porting them will be required to fune- 
tion perfectly and continuously. Keo- 
nomic and industrial resources will have 
to assure the adequacy of munition sup- 
ply and the sustenance of the whole civil 
population. In these latter fields the 
great proportion of the employable pop- 
ulation will find its war duty. 

More than most professions the mili- 
tary is forced to depend upon intelligent 
interpretation of the past for signposts 
charting the future. Devoid of oppor- 





tunity, in peace, for self-instruction 
through actual practice of his profession, 
the soldier makes maximum use of his- 
torical record in assuring the readiness 
of himself and his command to function 
efficiently in emergency. The facts de- 
rived from historical analysis he applies 
to conditions of the present and the 
proximate future, thus developing a syn- 
thesis of appropriate method, organiza- 
tion, and doctrine. 

But the military student does not seek 
to learn from history the minutia of 
method and technic. In every age these 
are decisively influenced by the charac- 
teristics of weapons currently available 
and by the means at hand for maneuver- 
ing, supplying, and controlling combat 
forces. But research does bring to light 
those fundamental principles, and their 
combinations and applications, which, in 
the past, have been productive of suc- 
cess. These principles know no limita- 
tion of time. Consequently, the army ex- 
tends its analytical interest to the dust- 
buried accounts of wars long past as 
well as to those still reeking with the 
scent of battle. It is the object of the 
search that dictates the field for its pur- 
suit. Those callow critics who hold that 
only in the most recent battles are there 
to be found truths applicable to our pres- 
ent problems have failed utterly to see 
this. They apparently cling to a fatuous 
hope that in historical study is to be 
found a complete digest of the science of 
war rather than simply the basic and 
inviolable laws of the art of war. 

Were the accounts of all battles, save 
only those of Genghis Khan, effaced from 
the pages of history, and were the facts 
of his campaigns preserved in descrip- 
tive detail, the soldier would still pos- 
sess a mine of untold wealth from which 
to extract nuggets of knowledge useful 
in molding an army for future use. The 
successes of that amazing leader, beside 
which the triumphs of most other com- 
manders in history pale into insignifi- 
cance, are proof sufficient of his uneering 
instinct for the fundamental qualifica- 
tions of an army. 

He devised an organization appropriate 
to conditions then existing; he raised 
the discipline and the morale of his 
troops to a level never known in any 
other army, unless possibly that of Crom- 
well; he spent every available period of 
peace to develop subordinate leaders and 
to produce perfection of training through- 
out the army, and, finally, he insisted 
upon speed in action, a speed which by 
comparison with other forces of his day 
was almost unbelievable. Though he 
armed his men with the best equipment 
of offense and of defense that the skill 
of Asia could produce, he refused to en- 
cumber them with loads that would im- 
mobilize his army. Over great distances 
his legions moved so rapidly and secretly 
as to astound his enemies and practically 
to paralyze their powers of resistance. 
He crossed great rivers and mountain 
ranges, he reduced walled cities in his 
path and swept onward to destroy na- 
tions and pulverize whole civilizations. 
On the battlefield his troops maneuvered 
so swiftly and skillfully and struck with 
such devastating speed that time with- 
out number they defeated armies over- 
whelmingly superior to themselves in 
numbers, 

Regardless of his destructiveness, his 
cruelty, his savagery, he clearly under- 
stood the unvarying necessities of war. 
It is these conceptions that the modern 
soldier seeks to separate from the details 
of the Khan’s technique, tactics, and 
organization, as well as from the ghastly 
practices of his butcheries, his barbar- 
ism, and his ruthlessness. So winnowed 
from the chaff of medieval custom and 
of all other inconsequentials, they stand 
revealed as kernels of eternal truth, as 
applicable today in our effort to produce 
an efficient army as they were when, 
seven centuries ago, the great Mongol 
applied them to the discomfiture and 
amazement of a terrified world. We can- 
not violate these laws and still produce 
and sustain the kind of army that alone 
can insure the integrity of our country 
and the permanency of our institutions 
if ever again we face the grim realities 
of war. 

All these and many other equally im- 
portant considerations have been fully 





weighed by the General Staff in deter- 
mining the minimum level of military 
strength and preparation representing 
reasonable security for the United States. 
If the War Department program is ac- 
corded the additional but relatively in- 
expensive legislative support herein rec- 
ommended there exists no reason why 
this objective should remain beyond at- 
tainment. With such support assured: 

The Regular Army will, within 5 
years, become the model of professional 
and technical ability that it must be as 
the heart and core of the security forces. 
It will be in sufficient strength to dis- 
charge its important peace-time duties 
and, with its small reserve of instantly 
available and seasoned soldiers, will be 
ready at «a moment's notice to move 
against any threatened attack. Its air 
contingent will be strong, efficient, and 
‘apable of teaming with the ground 
forces to deliver decisive blows against 
an enemy or to perform any less closely 
coordinated types of mission that may be 
required by circumstances. 

The National Guard will continue its 
steady progress in efficiency and will be 
sufficiently strong and ready to assure 
support of the professional element in 
a major crisis. 

The Officers’ Reserve Corps will be 
trained individually and organizationally 
to furnish a valuable and indispensable 


reinforcement to our commissioned 
leadership. 
The ability of the Reserve Officers’ 


Training Corps and the Citizens’ Mili- 
tary Training Camps to fulfill their fune- 
tions as sources of trained personnel 
will be enhanced. 

Finally there will be assurance that 
minimum required quantities of modern 
weapons, including airplanes, tanks, 
rifles, cannon, and all other articles and 
items essential to an army, will either 
be available when needed or will be pro- 
duced with the least possible delay. 

In epitome this is the goal the War 
Department has set. Through long 
stretches the road toward it is now open 
and unobstructed. With the professional 
force acting as the pacemaker the whole 
Army of the United States must now 
push steadily and rapidly forward, con- 
fident that when major obstacles are 
again encountered their timely removal 
will be authorized, or some practicable 
way will be found around them. 

At the time of preparing my last re- 
port I had thought that its submission 
would coincide with the termination of 
my tour as Chief of Staff. But I am 
happy to have had the opportunity 
through an additional year to continue 
the struggle to free the Army of shackles 
tending to chain it to obsolescence and 
stagnation. In many particulars this 
task remains uncompleted. My successor 
in this office will inherit responsibility 
for them as well as for consolidating 
and making maximum use of gains al- 
ready realized. Speaking from my own 
experience I know that in his every 
effort he will have the unswerving sup- 
port of the whole Army—the most able, 
loyal, devoted, and unselfish body of pub- 
lic servants that this Nation or any other 
has produced. 

National Defense Policy 

In opening his report General Mac- 
Arthur told Secretary Dern of the de- 
velopments leading up to our present 
theory of National Defense and how it 
has fared. Those remarks are as fol- 
lows: 

Dear Mr. Secrerary: For the first 
time since 1922, the Army enters a new 
fiscal year with a reasonable prospect of 
developing itself into a defense establish- 
ment commensurate in size and efficiency 
to the country’s minimum needs. Ob- 
stacles, which for 13 years have impeded, 


if not inhibited, progress toward this 
goal, have only recently been either 


swept aside by Congress or materially 
reduced in importance. The present year 
definitely marks the beginning of a long- 
deferred resumption of military prepara- 
tion on a scale demanded by the most 
casual regard for the Nation’s safety and 
security. 

The general form and composition of 
the Army of the United States are pre- 
scribed in the National Defense Act, as 
amended shortly after the close of the 





—— 


World War. Implicit in that law jg 
the clear intent of Congress to develop 
and maintain the Army solely for the 
promotion of domestic tranquillity ang 
for assuring freedom from attack. The 
purpose was to provide a_ protective 
shield in the lee of which citizens might 
pursue their normal habits and occupa. 
tions, undisturbed by threat of organizeg 
violence regardless of its origin. This 
conception of ‘the Army’s function is the 
very cornerstone of our whole military 
structure. 

In its broad organizational features, 
the system established by the 1920 law 
is unique. Before that time only two 
general methods existed in the world ag 
the basis of military organization. One 
was the conscript system; the other, the 
employment of the professional soldier, 
The former affords maximum strength 
at minimum cost, by prescribing ser. 
vice with the colors as a civic duty; the 
latter is productive of the highest possi. 
ble unit efficiency but entails abnormal 
expense due to the necessity of reimburs. 
ing along professional lines all personnel 
involved. For this reason, all the larger 
military machines of modern times are 
based primarily upon conscription, al- 
though to mold annual levies of con 
scripts into usable military machines 
there is required also the maintenance of 
professional cadres. 

In this country, tradition and _ senti- 
ment preclude conscription as the basis 
of a peace-time Army. Maintenance of 
a professional force sufliciently strong 
for every requirement of emergencg 
would entail prohibitive costs, even for 
the United States. Consequently, the 
plan written into the National Defense 
Act, which based exclusively upon volun- 
tary enlistment, is so devised as to 
present a workable compromise between 
the frequently conflicting considerations 


of desired efliciency and immediate 
economy. 
The system places ultimate reliance 


for the Nation’s defense upon a citizen 
Army, the great proportion of whic 
must be organized, trained, and equipped 
after the beginning of any emergency. 
To insure efficiency in such a mobiliza- 
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tion, Congress established a permanent 
military nucleus or framework around 
which, in war, a complete Army could 
be built up. This nucleus has the re 
sponsibility of carrying on essential 
peace-time preparation in organization, 
training, and matériel procurement, and 
of providing emergency protection until 
mobilization could be completed.  Speci- 
fically, the 1920 act provides for a rela- 
tively small Regular Army and for the 
organization and partial development of 
a National Guard and Organized Re- 
serves. Training of other volunteers is 
authorized through the Reserve Officers’ 
Training Corps, the Citizens’ Military 
Training Camps, and the National Rifle 
Association, although these three orgami- 
zations are in no sense parts of ‘the Army 
of the United States. 

Manifestly, this system would entail 
a delay of several months between any 
declaration of war by Congress and the 
time that large-scale operations could 
be initiated. The plan thus carries its 
own proof of nonaggressive intent, since 
instant readiness to strike overwhelming 
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blows is the first requisite of an army 
deliberately seeking to act aggressively.

Colonel Kessler, a native of Indiana, 
was born on March 25, 1872. He entered 


the United States Military Academy

Throughout the Spanish American 
War, Colonel Kessler served with the

Col. Henry L. Roosevelt, Assistant 
Secretary of the Navy, in a radio ad- 
dress, Sept. 26, urged continuation of 
the Navy’s building program and a 
rounding out of the Fleet by construc- 
tion of necessary auxiliaries. 


“The Navy is woefully lacking in these 
auxiliaries, and it is my hope that they 
will be forthcoming before long,” Col- 
onel Roosevelt said. 


“These ships cannot be obtained from 
the Merchant Marine: first because, 
they are not available in sufficient num- 
bers from that source; and second, be- 
cause even those available would not be 
fully adapted for fleet service. These 
ships must have sufficient speed to keep 
up with a fleet, and they must have cer- 
tain other characteristics not found in 
average merchant ships. 


“We in the Navy Department hope, 
though, that authorization and money 
will come from Congress in the near 
future. Our merchant marine, as it 
exists today, is a most valuable auxiliary 
to the fleet, but it is far too small; and, 
in any case, a cetrain number of specially 
designed vessels are urgently needed.”

Army Warrant Regulations 
(Continued from First Page) 
written, oral and practical test that he 
is qualified in the duties of a master 
sergeant in the arm or service he desig- 
nates when making application, and also 
in duties “which approximate those of 
a junior officer.’ The written examina- 
tion, but not the oral and practical, will 
be dispensed with where applicants are 
master sergeants with at least one year 
service, or are on the eligible list for 
master sergeant or have been appointed 
from such lists. Parts of the general 
examination will be waived in certain 

cases. 

The full text of the new regulation, 
AR 610-15 is as follows: 

“1. Appointment. — Appointment of 
warrant officers (other than band lead- 
ers and warrant officers, Army Mine 
Planter Service) will be made as vacan- 
cies occur, from qualified candidates 
whose names are on the eligible list. 
Appointments will be made in the exact 
order of standing on the eligible list, of 
those qualified candidates who are le- 
gally eligible at the time. See paragraph 
la, AR 610-5. 

“2. Application for examination.—da. 
Examinations to determine eligibility for 
appointment will be held from time to 
time as necessary. Application for per- 
mission to take such examination may 
be made at any time, and will be for- 
warded through military channels to the 
War Department. It will be accompanied 
or followed by evidence supporting any 
claim that may be made for exemptions 
authorized in paragraph 7b. Indorse- 
ments on the application will contain 
all available information as to the char- 
acter, ability, and desirability of the 
applicant. 

“b. The War Department will disap- 
prove the application of any candidate 
whose character or military record is 
unsatisfactory. All approved applicants 
will be allowed to compete when exami- 
nations are held. It will therefore be 
unnecessary for applicants to solicit or 
forward testimonials or recommenda- 
tions. 

“8. Qualifications of candidate.—At 
the time of application the candidate 
must be a noncommissioned officer, under 
the age of 58 years and 6 months, with 
at least 9 years and 6 months service 
in the Army, at least 2 years of which 
have been in the grade of staff sergeant 
or higher. 

“4. List of applicants authorized to 
compete.—At the proper time the War 
Department will furnish each corps com- 
mander with a list of those men within 
the geographical limits of his command 
who are authorized to compete, and will 
transmit to him the proper number of 
sets of examination papers. 

“5. Examining boards.—The corps 
area commander will convene such num- 
ber of examining boards as he deems 
necessary, each to consist of one or more 
medical officers and two or more officers 
other than medical, and will issue any 
necessary travel orders for members of 
the board and for candidates. Proceed- 
ings of the boards will be transmitted 
to the War Department through corps 
area commanders. 

“6. Examinations.—a. Physical.—The 
physical examination will be suitable to 
the age of the candidate and to the gen- 
eral nature of the duties required of a 
warrant officer. 

“b. Technical.—The technical exami- 
nation will be in the form of a written, 
oral, and practical test in the duties of 
a master sergeant of any arm or service 
designated by the candidate when mak- 
ing application, including a demonstra- 
tion of proficiency in duties which ap- 
proximate those of a junior officer. 

“ce. General.—The general examina- 
tion will be given in the following sub- 
jects: 

“Arithmetic. 

“United States history. 

“English composition and grammar. 

“Administration and Army regulations. 

“7. Preparation and marking of 
examinations ; exemptions.—a. The writ- 





ten examination required by paragraph | 


6b will be prepared, and the general 
nature of the oral and practical exami- 
nations will be indicated, by the chiefs 
of the several arms and services, who 
will also mark the written examinations ; 
65 percent being the passing mark, The 
oral and practical examinations will be 
marked as passed or not passed by the 
local examining boards. The written 
examination, but not the oral or prac- 
tical, will be dispensed with in the case 
of a candidate who is— 

“(1) On the qualified list for appoint- 
ment as master sergeant in an arm or 
service which maintains such a list (see 
par. 9, AR 615-5) ; 

“(2) Serving as master sergeant after 
appointment from a qualified list such 
as that referred to in (1) above; or 

“(3) Serving as master sergeant, and 
has served as such for at least one year, 
after appointment in some other manner. 

“hb. The general examination required 
by paragraph 6¢ will be uniform for all 
candidates and will be prepared and 
marked by a central board in the War 
Department; 65 percent being the pass- 
ing mark in each subject. No exemption 
from the examination in administration 
and Army regulations will be allowed. 
Exemption from examination in the 
three other subjects will be granted on 
presentation of satisfactory evidence 
that the candidate has— 

“(1) Previously been admitted to a 
college or university: 

“(2) Graduated from a standard high 
school; or 

“(3) Graduated from a service school, 
admission to which requires a grammar- 
school education. 

“8. Eligible list.—a. Names of success- 
ful candidates placed on.—Candidates 
who successfully pass all examinations 
will be placed on the eligible list, in 
order of length of service in the Army, 
immediately below those who qualified 
on the last preceding examination. If 
two or more candidates have the same 
length of service, they will be placed in 
order of age. 

“bh, Removal of names.—The name of 
a candidate will be removed from the 
eligible list— 

“(1) On attaining the age of 59 years; 

“(2) On separation from the service, 
unless he reenlists within 20 days; or 

“(3) For misconduct or inefficiency, 
established to the satisfaction of the 
War Department. 

“A name removed from the list will 
not be restored to its former place. Ap- 
plication and examination as for a new 
candidate will be required. 

“9  Allocation.—After appointment, 
allocation to the several arms and serv- 
ices will be made by The Adjutant Gen- 
eral, with due regard to the qualifica- 
tions and preferences of the appointees. 
Statement of preference as to allocation 
may he submitted to the examining board 
at the time of examination, or by letter 
to The Adjutant General at any time.” 





Financial  Dhees 


The condition statement of weekly re- 
porting member banks in 91 leading 
cities on September 18, issued by the 
Board of Governors of the Federal Re- 
serve System, shows increases for the 
week of $372,000,000 in holdings of 
United States Government direct obli- 
gations, $32,000,000 in other investments, 
$111,000,000 in net demand deposits 
(including Government deposits) and 
$22,000,000 in time deposits, and a de- 
crease of $216,000,000 in reserve balances 
With Federal Reserve banks. 

Loans on securities to brokers and 
dealers in New York declined $35,000,000 
at reporting member banks in the New 
York district and $36,000,000 at all re- 
porting member banks, and other loans 
on securities showed little change for 
the week. Holdings of acceptances and 
commercial paper bought increased $5,- 
000,000: real estate loans increased $3,- 
000,000: and “Other loans” increased 
$29,000,000 in the New York district and 
$35,000,000 at all reporting member 
banks, and declined $6,000,000 in the 





Cleveland district. 

Holdings of United States Government 
obligations, following the Treasury fisca} 
operations on September 15, increase 
substantially in most of the districts, 
the aggregate increase being $372,000, 
000. Holdings of obligations fully 
guaranteed by the United States govern. 
ment increased $3,000,000. Holdings of 
other securities increased $15,000,000 in 
the New York district, $10,000,000 in the 
Philadelphia district, $6,000,000 in the 
Cleveland district and $29,000,000 at all 
reporting member banks. 

Licensed member banks formerly jp. 
cluded in the condition statement of 
member banks, in 101 leading cities, but 
not now included in the weekly state. 
ment, had total loans and investments 
of $1,290,000,000 and net demand and 
time deposits of $1,418,000,000 on Sep. 
tember 18, compared with $1,263,000,0 
and $1,394,000,000, respectively, on Sep. 
tember 11.

Letter to The Editor 
Retired Pay Cuts 
Editor, ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Early in the present administration 
an Act was passed repealing the laws 
under which the yearly renewable term 
insurance had been provided to Veterans 
of the World War. In the case of Lynch 
vs. The United States the constitu- 
tionality of the repeal was brought into 
question. In announcing the unanimous 
opinion of the Supreme Court Justice 
Brandeis said: 

“Congress was without power to re- 
duce expenditures by abrogating con- 
tractual relations of the united States. 
To abrogate contracts, in the attempt to 
lessen government expenditures would 
not be the practice of economy, but an 
act of repudiation.” 

Justice Brandeis then quoted from 
earlier decision as follows: 

“The United States are as much bound 
by their contracts as are individuals. If 
they repudiate their obligations, it is as 


much repudiation, with all the wrong 
and reproach that term implies, as it 


would be if the repudiator had been a 
State. a Municipality, or a Citizen.” 
The Services should unite to test the 


constitutionality of the Economy Act in | 


its cuts of all retired pay. Until this is 
done, the precedent will stand as an en- 
couragement to every demagogue who 
helittles service to one’s country. It 
conceivable, as time passes, that we shall 
again know depressions and “wild life” 
legislation; but it is inconceivable that 
the several Services in government em- 
ploy, and carrying out the fundamentals 
of the Constitution, should fail 
haust every proper effort to make retired

able insurance. The case recently decided

Praises Fleet 

Oommenting on his visit to the Fleet 
last spring during the maneuvers, Col. 
Roosevelt, Assistant Secretary of the 
Navy in a radio address Sept. 26, said: 

“I do not hesitate to declare that our 
Fleet, in its loyalty, its devotion, and 
its efficiency, is in all respects as fine a 
force as has ever been assembled under 
the American Flag. 

“Our naval personnel is splendid. The 
bluejackets and marines are fit and 
healthy youngsters who are trained 
quickly into mature and dependable 
men. I do not think that any other ser- 
vice selects its recruits under as high 
requirements of intelligence and physi- 
cal soundness as does our service. They 
are drawn from all parts of the country, 
and they are, in effect, a cross-section 
of our young manhood, The only trouble 
with them is that there are not quite 
enough of them.” 

The Assistant Secretary touched on 
the selection system. “For a long time,” 
he said, “promotion in the naval service 
went by seniority. You were elevated 


when the man ahead of you was 
elevated, or died off. Since simple 
longevity is, in itself, no conceivable 


claim to advancement, it readily can be 
seen how such a system became in- 
tolerable. In 1916, the Navy adopted a 
plan of promotion by selection, for the 
higher ranks. It has worked excellently 
well, and has had the merit, for one 
thing, of bringing able men to high com- 


mand while they were still young 
enough to function at something like 


their highest usefulness,”
